The inclusion of a power line input with a conversion circuit and networking signal 
coupling circuit is not new in the prior art. But the first connector connected to the 
networking signal coupling circuit adapted to mate with a second connector, said 
second connector mounted upon a removable power line networking module, said first 
and second connectors adapted to pass at least power line networking signals between 
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the coupling circuit and the networking module is unobvious when compared to the prior 
art.
